Among things designed to pre- 
vent collisiong at sea ia a certain safety 
brake, by which it ia claimed that a veesei 
going at fall spcod can be stopped - within 
the space of a few yards. Somothing of 
this kind would be very desirable if, it 
wore to prove practical. And it would be 
vory useful under certain conditions, But 
what .is most necded is a system of 
siynals porlectly intelligible, beonuse of 
their simplicity sud the distinctness
